The Honourable The Administrator entered the Assembly 
and took his seat on the Throne. 


The Honourable The Administrator then read the following 
Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


It is my privilege and pleasure to welcome you to this Fifth 
Session of the Tenth Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 


Since the occasion of your last session, the marriage of Her 
Royal Highness the Princess Elizabeth has given rise to wide- 
spread rejoicing throughout the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. To Her Royal Highness the Princess Elizabeth and 
His Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh, the people of this 
Province extend every good wish for their welfare and happiness. 


Unsettled world conditions continue to delay the social and 
economic recovery of nations devastated by war and threaten 
the future peace and security of all peoples. While sharing the 
grave concern occasioned by these conditions, the citizens of 
Alberta are grateful for the measure of security and general 
prosperity with which our Province is blessed. The world 
scarcity of essential food supplies continues to create a strong 
demand for the products of our basic industry, Agriculture. 
Accordingly, the level of farm incomes remains relatively high 
despite a reduction in cereal grains due to adverse climatic con- 
ditions and a decline in live stock production resulting from un- 
favourable price relationships between live stock and coarse 
grains. It is the intention of My Government to offset these 
disabilities as far as possible by pursuing an aggressive policy

designed to assist and stabilize our basic agricultural industry. 
To this end, you will be asked to approve substantially increased 
expenditures to make possible an expanded programme of agri- 
cultural development. 


It is proposed to extend the services rendered by District 
Agriculturists and District Home Economists and by Agricul- 
tural Service Boards in Municipalities. Emphasis will be placed 
on effective weed control and on the conservation of soil. Addi- 
tional agricultural school facilities will be provided and instruc- 
tional courses under The Canadian Vocational Training Act will 
be adopted to provide more adequate training in Agriculture 
and Home Economics for the young people of the Province. 


_ An Animal Pathology Laboratory, already under construc- 
tion, will be completed and put into operation this year and will 
render valuable service to live stock producers and contribute 
to the general improvement of live stock. 


Recognizing the necessity for factual information regarding 
the economics and cost of production of agricultural products, 
qualified personnel will be provided by the Department of Agri- 
culture to conduct investigations necessary to obtain authentic 
data. 


Efforts will be continued, in co-operation with the Dominion 
Government and other agencies, to develop further the water 
resources of the Province for irrigation, water power and other 
beneficial purposes. In addition to the large water development 
projects already commenced, My Government proposes to in- 
vestigate the feasibility of constructing a dam on the Red Deer 
River to provide additional power generating facilities and for 
the diversion and storage of water for irrigration purposes in 
the Coronation, Hanna, Youngstown and Berry Creek areas of 
the Province. 


My Government proposes to augment the extension of 
stabilized Agriculture by actively encouraging and assisting the 
progressive expansion of secondary industry in the Province. 
An active industrial promotion programme is proposed for the 
current year and every effort will be made to assist in the estab- 
lishment of those industries most suited to local conditions and 
which will make the greatest contribution to a balanced pro- 
vincial economy. 


To promote United Kingdom industrial expansion to our 
Province and to make possible an orderly programme of selective 
immigration, My Government has established an Agent-General’s 
Office in London, England. You will be asked to provide for 
the expenditures necessary to the successful implementation of 
this important programme. 


In view of the gravity of the continent-wide shortage of oil, 
great importance attaches to the discovery of an extensive new 
oil field in the Leduc section of the Edmonton district, which 
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already holds promise of being one of the most productive fields 
in Canada. Recognizing its responsibility to encourage oil de- 
velopment to help meet Canadian requirements while at the same 
time preventing monopoly and ensuring to the people of this 
Province a fair share of the returns resulting from development, 
My Government has implemented regulations designed to accom- 
plish these objectives. All necessary steps will be taken to assure 
that these objectives are realized and that production is carried 
on according to the best known engineering practices, thereby 
preventing waste and assuring the greatest ultimate recovery. 


A survey of the natural gas reserves of the Province is being 
undertaken by a committee set up by the Dominion Government. 
Because of the importance of this natural resource for domestic 
consumption and its bearing on future industrial development 
in this Povince, My Government is determined to see that the - 
interests of the citizens of Alberta are safeguarded and that no | 
export of natural gas is allowed unless and until these interests 
have been fully protected. : 


Owing to the rapidly expanding development of all our 
natural resources and the greatly increased responsibility and 
amount of administrative work thereby placed on the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Mines, legislation will be introduced to divide 
the present Department into a Department of Mineral Resources 
and a Department of Lands and Forests. 


Constant attention is being given by My Government to 
policies designed to improve health and educational facilities and 
services. In relation to matters of health, it is proposed to estab- 
lish three additional full-time Health Districts. An additional 
mobile Mental Hygiene Clinic will be made available to serve 
the northern areas of the Province. Steps have been initiated 
to acquire buildings at the former Wainwright Military Training 
Centre for conversion into additional accommodation for mental 
patients. ; 


Work will be commenced this spring on a new 200-bed Tuber- 
culosis Sanatorium at Edmonton to provide urgently required 
facilities for the treatment of tubercular patients. You will 
be asked to approve expenditures for the first stage of a three- 
year expansion programme for the University Hospital at Ed- 
monton, including provision for a special psychopathic ward, 


together with plans for the construction of a new provincial 
laboratory. 


Services safeguarding the health of workers in industry will 
be advanced through a survey of the industrial hazards and a 
study of diseases peculiar to the workers in various industries. 
The Department of Health and the Workmen’s Compensation 
Board will work in co-operation with the Industrial Hygiene 
Division of the Department of National Health in this important 
undertaking. You will be asked to consider legislation under 
which prepaid hospital and medical care will be made available 
on a voluntary basis throughout the Province. 
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In the field of education, policies initiated by My Government 
have resulted in an improvement in the situation with respect 
to the shortage of qualified teachers. It is proposed to continue 
the payment of tuition fees and the granting of scholarships to 
encourage the enrolment of students in the one-year course 
leading to elementary and intermediate school certification. 
Negotiations will be conducted with the Dominion Government 
respecting the consolidation of various agreements in the field 
of vocational training. 


Consistent with its responsibilities in other fields of social] 
services, My Government will continue to assist Municipalities in 
meeting the substantially increased costs of education and expen- 
ditures necessary to ensure an adequate supply of well trained 
and fully qualified teachers. 


The third phase of My Government’s comprehensive five-year 
programme of highway construction and improvement will be car- 
ried out during the current year, including a substantial amount 
of hard surfacing. You will also be asked to appropriate funds 
to make possible increased aid to Municipal Districts for road 
construction and improvement. 


Since the close of the last session the Tax Transfer Agree- 
ment with the Dominion Government, authorized by the Legisla- 
ture, has been completed on a basis considered financially 
satisfactory together with a separate arrangement for the 
reduction and progressive retirement of the Province’s entire 
Treasury bill indebtedness. My Government adheres, however, 
to the opinion that the present Tax Transfer Agreement must be 
regarded only as a temporary expedient. Efforts, accordingly, 
will be continued to have the Dominion-Provincial Conference 
resumed to evolve a more satisfactory and permanent agreement 
with respect to the relative fields of taxation and the responsi- 
bility of the respective Governments for services essential to the 
welfare of the people. 


My Government will continue to strive for the economic and 
monetary reforms necessary to assure the maximum production 
and equitable distribution of goods and services, and will en- 
deavour by all lawful means within its power to develop and 
strengthen those features of our social organization essential 
to a free and virile economic democracy. 


You will be asked to approve the establishment of an Eco- 
nomic Research Bureau to provide authentic information per- 
taining to the operation and development of our provincial 
economy. 


During the current session, a number of important reports 
will be submitted for your consideration. The committee ap- 
pointed at the last session of the Legislature to review The Work- 
men’s Compensation Act will present its report together with 
amendments to the legislation which it has had under review. 
The report of the Commission appointed by the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council to enquire into provincial-municipal taxa- 
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tion will be tabled for your consideration. An opportunity will 
be afforded all interested bodies to peruse the Commission's 
recommendations prior to the next session when it is proposed 
to introduce legislation based on the Commission’s recommenda- 
tions. 


The report of a committee appointed to enquire into condi- 
tions in Provincial Mental Institutions and also of. the Royal 
Commission appointed to investigate the administration of. child 
welfare in the Province will be tabled for your information if 
they are submitted to the Lieutenant Governor in Council before 
the session prorogues. 


Amendments to The Mines Act will be submitted for your 
consideration. These amendments have been considered by 
representatives of the industry, the Miners’ Union and of the . 
officials charged with the administration of The Mines Act. | A 
number of measures will be brought before you dealing with 
matters of general importance and for the purpose of amending 
existing statutes. These will include legislation to validate an 
agreement between the Province and the Dominion Government 
respecting the Eastern Rockies Forest Conservation Board, 
legislation to amend The Alberta Labour Act, and The Automobile 
Accident Indemnity Act. | 


The Public Accounts for the last fiscal year and the estimate 
of expenditures for the ensuing year will be submitted for your 
careful consideration. 


I leave you now to the business of this session with full con- 
fidence that you will faithfully discharge your duties and re- 
sponsibilities in the best interests of all our people. 


I pray that Divine Providence will guide and bless your 
deliberations.

A.1. The operation of school vans is under the jurisdiction 
of the local school authorities. The only reports receiv- 
ed by this Department are the term returns for grant 
payment purposes which indicate the number of vans 
operated, the distance each travels, the average number 
of pupils carried and the number of days of operation. 
The reports do not cover non-operation. It is not 
possible to arrive ata reliable estimate of non-operation 
for the following reasons: 


(a) Some vans are operated only part of a year. Their 
non-operation period may or may not be inten- 
tional, 


(b) The load varies from time to time as pupils come 
and go. 


(c) Vans are sometimes re-routed during the course 
of a year changing the load. 


(d) Consolidation of routes is sometimes effected with 
the result that three short term periods of opera- 
tion may be reported whereas full continuous 
service may have been provided. 


The only approximation we might make would be 
to assume that each van should have operated 195 to 
200 days, subtract its actual period of operation from 
such a figure, multiply by the average load and obtain 
a summation. This we think would not provide a 
reliable or useful figure. 


Q. 2. How many pupil-days school has been lost from the 
school vear 1947-48 to the end of February, 1948, for 
the same reason? 


A. 2. The above comments are equally applicable but in 
addition it may be stated that we receive returns only 
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twice yearly and hence have no information respecting 
January and February, 1948. The returns covering the 
whole of the June term for 1948 will not be received 
until July and August next.

The two sums indicated cover different periods and 
cannot properly be added except to determine an 
approximate figure.

The total amount of teachers’ salaries paid by school 
boards in 1946 was $8,841,443.60. Returns for 1947 


are not yet complete.

_ As at June 30, 1947, the number of rooms in operation 


was 5,828. At that date the number of rooms in charge 
of Correspondence Centre supervisors was 406.

The num- 
ber of supervisors at December 31, 1946, was 673. 


What was the number of rooms completely closed 
through lack of both teacher and supervisor?

“(3) The foregoing reduction of taxation and subsidies to be 
financed by the Bank of Canada with proper safeguards against 
the inflation of credit by the chartered banks.”
